have been killed in Sarajevo, Bosnia, in the last 
three years, and thousands more roam the 
streets in search of food and a homo... 


t you were to visit the war-torn 
| city of Sarajevo and go to the 
town's only pet shop, you 
might notice something strangely 
missing. Dogs. The shop, which 
has recently re-opened, only sells 
caged birds and small quantities 
of animal food. Dogs aren't the 
most popular pets in Bosnia. 
Packs of canines, which were 
abandoned by their owners, 
have roamed the streets since 
war broke out. They cause traffic 
accidents, foul the streets and 
infect people with rabies. The town 
is desperate to get rid of them. 


Death sentence 


Ken Rowe, an animal warden who 
has just returned from a WSPA 
(World Society for the Protection 
of Animals) fact-finding mission 
in Bosnia, says the methods 
used to destroy the animals are 
inhumane. “Basically, they catch 
the dogs, take them somewhere 
and then kill them,” says Ken. 

In Sarajevo, larger dogs are 
clubbed unconscious, then given 
an injection straight into the heart. 
In another area, Tuzla, the dog- 
Catchers go around in pairs, 
usually at night, and shoot the 
dogs. Last year 1,700 dogs were 
shot in Tuzla. However, there’s 
been no shooting for the last 
two months. They ran out of 
ammunition for the guns. 

The official dog-catcher in 
Tuzla is also the zoo manager. 
"Although he shoots dogs, he 
does have compassion for 
animals," says Ken. "He's so 
keen for things to be improved, 
but it all boils down to money." 
Before the war, there were 


around 100 | 
animals in 
the zoo - 70 
per cent of 
them died 

in the war. 
“All the big 
cats died of 
starvation," 
explains 

Ken. “Other 
animals died 
from the 
shooting and shelling, or 
from shock.” The manager 
openly admitted that 
unless the situation at 

the zoo improves, he'd 
like to see it closed. 


Dogs of war 


Despite the problems at the 
zoo, dogs are still the biggest 
animal-welfare concern in 
Bosnia. Between 1993 and 
today, 10,000 dogs have been 
killed in Sarajevo alone. This 
may seem cruel but, says Ken, 
the Bosnians don't have much 
choice - unless wealthier families 
or soldiers choose to adopt a dog. 

"Remember, Sarajevo was hit 
very badly. During the war it was 
like a bombsite. The dog was the 
first to go, especially among the 
poorer families - they barely had 
enough food for themselves." 

Now that Bosnia is slowly 
rebuilding itself, money is tight and 
there isn't enough for such ‘extras’ 
as animal welfare. Vets would like 
to neuter and spay the dogs, 
which would help prevent an over- 
population problem in the future, 
but getting medical supplies and 
food, as well as building kennels 


and finding 
homes for 
dogs is 
expensive. 
In Bosnia an average tin of dog 
food costs £1.80, and a flea collar 
Costs £9, so it's obvious people 
can't afford such luxuries. 


Cry for help 


Besides seeking financial aid, Bosnia 
needs to pressure its government 
into providing an animal welfare 
system, which it currently doesn't 
have. But a little help does go a 
long way. When Ken and the WSPA 
team went to Bosnia, they brought 
£3,000 worth of humane dog- 
catching equipment and gave 
demonstrations on how to use it. 
They also donated the drugs 
commonly used in Britain to put 


animals to sleep humanely, and 


got bigger problems to worry about." 


A Bosnian t&mily and the dogs 
they've saved from death N 


left a supply with 
qualified vets. 
“We don't want 
all the animals to 
be put to sleep,” 
Ken says, “but at 
present we don't 
have any other 
option — we can 
only make sure 
it's done properly." 
But the situation won't change 
overnight. Ken explains, "Even if 
we're able to build shelters and 
teach the people how to look after 


the animals, somebody's then got 


to maintain those shelters - pay the 
staff, supply food and drugs, and 
provide medical care. 1 don't think 
the Bosnian government is inclined 
to do that much for animals. They've
